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DETAILED ACTION 
Advisory Action 

1 . Claims 1 -26 and 29-38 are pending. 

2. The Request for Reconsideration, filed November 6, 2003, will not be entered 
because Applicant's arguments are not persuasive. Applicants urge that The Office has 
merely stated a property of the fibers described in Cates, which indicates nothing 
regarding the properties of any finish thereon. 

In response to applicant's argument that Cates et al. do not teach or suggest 
removing a water-insoluble finish from aramide fibers, a recitation of the intended use of 
the claimed invention must result in a structural difference between the claimed 
invention and the prior art in order to patentably distinguish the claimed invention from 
the prior art. If the prior art structure is capable of performing the intended use, then it 
meets the claim. In a claim drawn to a process of making, the intended use must result 
in a manipulative difference as compared to the prior art. See In re Casey, 152 
USPQ 235 (CCPA 1967) and In re Otto, 136 USPQ 458, 459 (CCPA 1963). 

In the instant case, the teachings of Cates et al. disclose the treatment of a 
swelling agent to poly(m-phenyleneisophthalamide) fibers using a hydrophilic swelling 
agent to introduce other components to the fiber. Specifically Cates et al. teach that the 
swelling agent can be an organic polar solvent but warns that highly polar organic 
solvents are notorious for degrading mechanical properties of aramid-tvoe fibers, 
possibly by dissolving or solvating the polymer . To accommodate for this potential 
concern, the swelling agent system selected, when used at the appropriate 
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temperatures and under the usual processing conditions, will result in a dyed aromatic 
polyamide fiber or fabric exhibiting at least 80%, preferably at least 90% if not identical 
to the strength of either the greige T-455 fiber or fabric. See col .4. Furthermore, 
Examiner draws attention to the material limitation of the instant claim 1 , which is a 
procedure comprising treating aramide fibers with an agent that comprises at least one 
hydrophilic fluid. The teachings of Cates et al. teach simultaneous dyeing and flame- 
resistant property improvement of poly(m-phenyleneisophthalamide) fibers using a 
hydrophilic swelling agent to introduce a dye and a fire retardant into the fiber.
